It was admitted that the naval con­ 
voy furnished the most effective safe­ 
guard against the submarine. Admiral 
Benson thought that the number off 
i convoyed ships sunk was even lese 
than the average up to a month ago, 
when It was estimated that only one-1 
half of I per rent fell victim to tbs 
submarine. 
The impossibility of con­ 
voying more than a small per cent of 
the merchant fleet leaving American 
shores, however, has made necessary J 
the adoption of other protective tnea#» 
ures.

Devices Employed.

Among those most in use on mer* 
! chant ships, the admiral said, were 
“smoke bombs” and smoke screens, 
j Camouflage also is being employed to 
a surprising extent, but particularly 
on uaval vessels. 
The amoke bombs 
are merely containers filled with chem­ 
icals 
which 
when 
cast 
overboard 
throw off a dense black smoke, obscur­ 
ing the ship from an attacking subma­ 
rine. 
A great variety of experiments in 
camouflage have been tried ou naval 
I vessels. 
They have been painted ev­ 
ery hue of the rainbow that might 
tend to merge the ship In Its back­ 
ground and moke it indistinguishable 
to investigating periscopes.

Benson said many of these device* had 
been demonstrated to he of great 
merit. 
Warship*, too, are equipped 
with detectors which Indicate the prox­ 
imity of other ships. 
More and more of the merchant 
ships, of course, are being armed so as 
to be able to give a good account of 
themselves In encounter* with the 
U-boat*. and experiments constantly 
are going on in the navy to Improve 


Washington.—The war department 
has taken elaborate and comprehen­ 
sive precautions lo prevent waste In 
the army cantonments, which will soon 
contain more timn 2.0UD.0U0 men, and 
In the embarkation camps.

The army's first consideration in 
planning this work has been the sani­ 
tary urn! hygienic problem.

of the two-can system, wustes will be 
tightly enclosed throughout their col­ 
lection. 
Sterilized cans will be sub­
